heard nothing of the charge against me 
before I left Jefferson City. Last winter 
my name was included in a list of Madison 
County indictments,- but I had forgotten 
about it until today. I shall go over to 
the county seat today and give bond to 
appear for trial.’

He tacit- 
ly admits his marriage to Alice Webb 
Duke, but makes the inference plain that 
not until the circumstances surrounding 
his marriage are cleared up, will he grant 
an interview to his bride. 

Duke was informed that counsel for Ailce 
Webb Duke intends to obtain a court 
order enabling her to confer with her hus- 
band. To defeat such action he says: 

“Mr. Duke has instructed Dr. Wilsey that 
he does not care to see his wife at the 
present time.’’ 

Duke, with his private secretary, W. G. 
Braham, and Lawyer Andrews were in 
conference for two hours. Mr. Andrews, 
who pseaks for Mr. Duke, said: “Mr. 
Duke learns today for the first time of 
the shocking charges which have been 
made against his wife.

“The North §8t. Louls Business Mens 
Association,’’ said Mr. Sheridan, “is com- 
posed of retail dealers of the North Side, 
the membership being about 700.

“The resolution was unanimously passea, 
for it has long been evident that the pres- 
ent influence of the Fair Grounds track is 
detrimental to business interests in that 
part of the city. . 

“Valuation of property adjacent to the 
Fair Grounds has decreased since the 
breeders’ law went into effect and prop- 
erty In that neighborhood remains unim- 
proved.

NEW YORK, Jan. 14-—Senator Thomas 
C. Platt may be enjoined from sitting in 
the Senate. C. W. Post of Battle Creek, 
Mich., presiding over a ineeting held in 
Cooper Union‘ last night by the People’s 
Institute in co-operation with ‘the — 
Progress League, made that annotnc 
ment, 

Mr. Post, after referring to the postal 
deficit and saying that the people throw 
away annually to the railroads $40,000,000, 
2aid: 

Senator T. C. Platt of New York is presi- 
dent of the United States Express Co. 
Word was passed around to other senators 
that no definite action should be taken on 
the postal check money bill. 

Senator Platt was approached by my rep- 
resentatives to know his attitude on the 
question, and he clearly defined the fact 
that he was opposed to the measure be- 
cause it was contrary to the interests of 
the express companies. 

‘“‘In other words, after having taken oath 
of office to represent to the best of his 
ability the peo F of New York, he ignores 
interests, or the interests of the pubilc, 
when these interests conflict with hs own 
company and would affect his own earn- 


ings. 

“Still further, he ts drawing two salaries 
—one from the express company and the 
other from the pedple—and he is bribed by 
the express company money, paid to him, 


from its éarni ,. to keep from the l

“It is possible the Supreme Court may 
not grant the restraining order, for la.k 
of jurisdiction. We shal] make an urgent 
effort for it, however. The law should in- 
tervene to prevent any man who prostitutes 
the mantle of the United States Senate 
from noceees this high position of trust 
from the hands of the pcople.
